He 
doea  not  want  pharmacy  as  it  serves  the  public 
last  In  a  wave  of  cflmmercialism  Tliose  who  are 
capable  of  carrying  out  the  task  of  tilling  pres- 
criptions feel  that  they  occupy  an  Important, 
place  In  th^  community,  and  rightly  so,  for  their 
services  are  in  uttiversal  request.

MUNICIPAL  SOCIALISM  — 


The  provincial  municipal  elections  take  place 
in  England  next  month.  They  are  always  of  con- 
siderable Interest,  supposed  as  they  are  to  have 
a  bearing  on  political  fcfllng  in  a  national  way, 
but  the  fact  remains  Uiat  there  Is  apathy  in 
theae  eonteata,  and  often  no  more  than  SO  per 
rent  of  the  voter.s  take  the  trouble  fo  po  to  the 
polls.  In  the  last  live  years  the-  Socialists  have 
captured  more  than  thirty  municipal  councils. 
That  is  not  ao  much  due  to  an  Increa.sllng 
atrength  In  Uiat  party  as  it  is  due  to  the  failure 
of  ratepayers  to  vote.  In  many  municipalities  it 
is  only  necessary  for  the  .Socjuli.sf.s  to  ])u\\  sl.xLeen 
votes  out  of  every  hundred  to  secure  control  of 
affairs. 

Mr  Neville  Chamberlain,  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer,  haa  made  an  appeal  to  Conservatives 
to  combat  SociaTism  in  loral  government,  and 
the  appeal  is  to  any  patty  that  recognizes  '  the 
Vital  necessity  of.,  securing  elTicient  and  eco- 
nomical administration  in  the  realm  of  locui 
KoveriiincMt  "  Mr.  Chamberlain  showed  that  for 
the  year  to  March  31,  1936.  the  estimated  re- 
ceipts from  local  rates  were  £163,500,000,  and  then 
added:  "My  purpose  in  bringing  forward  these 
figures  is  to  disclose  the  tremendous  power  now 
vested  in  local  authorities  and  at  the  same  time 
to  show  how  wide  Is  the  opportunl^  either  for 
wise  administration  and  scrupulous  care  in  the 
management  of  public  funds  or  fur  a  reckless  and 
wasteful  handling  of  the  resources  of  the  com- 
munity. That  the  Socialists  arc  not  fitted,  as  a 
party,  for  the  task  of  administering  Is  evident 
from  their  record  and  thehr  avowed  alms.  In 
principle  and  in  practice  they  are  rccUeaa 
spenders  of  other  people's  money,"

An  international  Bureau  of  Human  Heredity  is  { 
being  organlaed  aa  a  world  clearing  house  of  in- 
formation on  the  subject  of  human  genetics.  This 
bureau  will  be  lo  London  and  will  have  repre- 
senUUvea  Of  Mologleal  and  medical  aoetoUes  to 
collect  material  dealing  with  heredity,  SO  th|U  the 
knowledge  may  be  at  the  dlspoaal  of  public 
authorities,  medleal  men,  educationists  and  sci- 
entific workers.  The  bureau  will  make  an  appeal 
for  all  available  information  and  well-authenti- 
cated data  on  the  transmission  of  human  traits 
whatever  these  may  be.  Pedigrees  will  be  ex- 
amined; twhi  studies  will  be  collated,  and  all 
publlahed  works  on  the  subject  of  heredity  will 
be  a.ssembled.  It  is  hoped  that  l£  will  be  possible 
to  carry  on  ^he  work  for  five  years  at  a  cost  of 
$60,000,  and  of  the  executive  committee  now 
appointed  for  the  purpose  Professor  R.  Ruggles 
Gates  has  been  appointed  chairman.

Sir.— As  a  resident  of  the  area  in- 
volved, my  attention  was  arrested 
by  a  heading  in  your  Issue  Of  Oc- 
tober 17,  "Interested  in  Out-Ofl 
Road.  City  Council  May  Urge  That 
Cowichan  Bay  aeetlon  Be  Con- 
structed." 

This  seems  extremely  considerate 
of  the  City  Council,  which,  having 
apparently  no  road  problems  of  lis 
own,  can  spare  the  time  and  trouble 
to  brtng  the  full  weight  of  ito  delib- 
erations upon  tho.se  of  a  rural  dis- 
trict thirty-five  miles  outside  the 
city  limits.  If  such  an  Interest  in 
affairs  of  others  is  tix  order,  might 
I  suggest,  with  an  humility,  to  the 
City  Council,  that  I  have  often  won- 
dered what  some  of  our  friends,  ths 
tourlst.s'  must  tlunk  of  Uie  .state  of 
some  of  the  .streets  in  Victoria:  no- 
Ubly  Cook  Street,  or  that  funny 
little  one.  whose  name  eeeapes  me.
